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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The rejection of claims 1 and 3-6 under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
de la Tour et al. (Molecular Endocrinology, 2001 , 476-483), as evidenced by Halvorsen 
et al. (Molecular and Cellular Biology, 1999, 19: 1864-1870) is withdrawn in response to 
Applicant's arguments and amendment filed on 03/17/2009. Specifically, Applicant 
amended the claims to recite that the NAKT-13 "passage cell line thereof retains NAKT- 
1 3 cell line characteristics". Neither de la Tour et al. nor Halvorsen et al. teach cell lines 
having the characteristics of the NAKT-13 cells. 

The rejection of claims 1 and 3-6 under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement, is withdrawn in response to 
Applicant's arguments filed on 03/17/2009. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 and 3-6 are free of the prior art of record because the prior art of record 
does not teach cells having the characteristics of the claimed insulin-producing NAKT- 
13 cells. Although obtaining reversibly immortalized human pancreatic islet cell lines 
capable of secreting insulin is obvious over the prior art (see the prior Office actions), 
the prior art of record does not specifically teach the NAKT-13 cell line. 

Insulin-producing cell lines have been demonstrated to be useful for the 
treatment of diabetes.
